The commission 
will consider general plan amendments and a planned residential develop- 
ment along with other planning matters. Public hearings include: 

— A general plan amendment to increase residential density from a 
maximum of two units per acre to a maximum of four units per acre for 19.6 
acres on the south side of 23rd Street east of Euclid Avenue. 

— A general plant amendment to delete a number of park and school sites 
from the general plan. The sites which are now committed to other uses in- 
clude properties on 16th, 17th, 18th, 21st and 22nd streets. A site on 11th 
Street will be changed from a junior high school to a proposed city park.

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City employes’ group 
votes 39-25 to strike

The Upland city employes branch 
of the Service Employes 
International Union voted Tuesday 
to strike over the issue of salary 
increases for the 1976-77 year. 

The employes group, which has a 
paid membership, of 80 and 
represents all of Uplanid’s 
miscellaneous employes in salary 
negotiations, voted 39-25 to strike, 
according to Harvey Gill, chairman 
of the Upland City Employes 
Association. 

Gill said he expects other 
miscellaneous employes to join 
union members in the strike. The 
strike action must be approved by 
the county Federation of Labor. 
Approval is expected in 7-10 days, 
sometime after Thanksgiving, Gill 
said. 

UCEA has requested a 6.8 per cent 
wage hike from the city which 
originally offered a 3 per cent raise 
and then revised the offer to 5 per 
cent. 

The employes group took the 
strike vote after the City Council 
Monday night reaffirmed its 
intention to give all city employes, 
including the city manager and all 
management positions, a 5 per cent 
raise retroactive to July 1, 1976. 

The council’s memoranda of 
understanding with fire and police 
employes also includes a provision 
to review the city’s financial 
position Jan. 1 with the possibility — 
but no promise — of an additional 
raise then. 

The miscellaneous employes had 
requested a flat dollar raise for all 
employes rather than the usual 
percentage raise which provides a 
large amount of money for higher 
paid employes and a smaller 
amount for lower paid employes. 

The percentage raise system 
creates an unequal situation, 
according to employe 
representative John Adams who 


Board supports Expo 


The Upland Chamber of 
Commerce Board of Directors has 
voted official support for holding 
Expo °81 at Ontario Motor 
Speedway. 


In reaching the decision, the board 
considered the long-term effects of 
the exposition as well as the com- 
munity’s responsibility to a 
neighboring city, according to a 
board representative. 


Board members said the exposi- 
tion would help West End service 
businesses, adding to sales tax 
revenues and reducing the high rate 
of unemployment. 

Although the Upland City Council 
has not taken an official stand on the 
exposition, members have express- 
ed concern about environmental 
effects as well as fire, police, and 
other city services which would be 
required by the exposition. 


noted that lower paid workers are 
hardest hit by inflation but receive 
the least benefit from a percentage 
raise. 

Upland city management has 
continued to support the percentage 
system because flat rate increases 
tend to blur the distinctions between 
employe pay grades, according to 
City Manager Lee Travers. 

After rejection of the flat rate 
increase, employes asked for a 6.8 
per cent increase retrdactive in July 
1, 1976 and an increase Jan. 1, 1977 to 
match the cost-of-living increase 
during the last half of 1976. 

Noting that salary negotiations 
are stale-mated, the employe group 
Monday night requested the council 
to submit the pay question to fact- 
finding, mediation, or arbitration. 

The council has refused to give 
salary authority to mediation 
groups noting that council members 
are elected to make such decisions 
on behalf of city residents. 

Travers later commented 
entering facting-finding or 
mediation indicates a readiness to 
make a change. But the council 
after considering the employes’ 
statement and the city’s financial 
position was not prepared to make a 
change, he said. 

The council’s offer of a 5 per cent 
raise is based on what the city — 
and ultimately the citizens — can 
afford. The council originally had 
offered a 3 per cent raise which was 
revised during meet-and-confer 
sessions to the present 5 per cent 
offer. 

Both Councilman Bill Bottin and 
Mayor pro tem John McCarthy 
noted that even employes of private 
firms cannot expect automatic 
raises every year because of the 
tight financial conditions. 

McCarthy added that a survey of 
city employes’ salaries show they 
are neither at the bottom nor the top 
in comparison to other cities but 
rank somewhere in the middle. 

The survey is itself an issue 
between the city and employes. 
Employe representative Adams 
commented that the survey is based 
on ‘‘very limited comparison” and 
is ‘not a sampling of the labor 
market.” 

Adams criticized the survey for 
equating experienced positions in 
Upland with entry-level positions in 
other cities and the accompanying 
assumption that the experienced 
and beginning positions should 
receive comparable pay. 


Mountain Avenue improvement project 





The 5 per cent raise applies to all 
city employes from the heads of 
departments to recreation 
instructors. 

The increase would provide 
monthly salaries ranging from 
$1,597-$2,477 for department heads; 
$1,107-$1,346 for a police officer or 
fire fighter; $826-$1,081 for business 
license inspector, engineering aide, 
or assistant building inspector; and 
$533-$847 for a custodian, library 
clerk, recreation instructor, or 
clerk-typist. 

In other actions Monday night the 
council: 

—Approved contracts totaling 
some $16,000 for development of a 
parking lot at the southwest corner 
of Arrow Highway and Third 
Avenue. The Postal Service will pay 
for development of the lot which it 
will lease from the city for five 
years. 

—Approved a zone change from 
commercial to multiple-family 
residential for four acres north of 
Foothill Boulevard between Wilson 
and Mountain avenues. Council- 
members Ina Petokas and Bill 
Bottin opposed the rezoning. 

—Approved a zone change from 
agricultural to commercial for five 
acres at the southwest corner of 
Central Avenue and Arrow 
Highway. The new zoning carries an 
“S” designation which provides the 
city with special control over 
development. 

—Approved a zone change from 
manufacturing to single-family 
residential (7,500-square-foot 
minimum lot size) for 15 acres at 
the northwest corner of 14th Street 
and Campus Avenue. Councilman 
Hal Bailin opposed the zone change 
for the parcel which is across the 
street from the city dump. 

—Approved a zone change from 
single-family residential to 
commercial for one acre northeast 
of Foothill Boulevard and the San 
Bernardino County Flood Control 
Channel. The zone change was 
approved with an “‘S’’ designation to 
give the council enough control to 
ensure development is compatible 
with surrounding businesses. 

—Approved a zone change from 
agricultural to single-family 
residential (20,000-square-foot 
minimum lot sizes) for 40.6 acres 
west of Campus Avenue between 
22nd and 24th streets. Developers 
plan to ask for a conditional-use 
permit to allow owners to keep 
horses on the half-acre lots. 


Small computer to control traffic

A small computer — about the 
size of the refrigerator in a 
recreational vehicle — soon will be 
responsible for up to 30,000 cars 
traveling each day on Mountain 
Avenue. 

Installation and programming of 
the $88,000 computer is the 
culmination of a $400,000 project to 
improve traffic conditions on 
Mountain. 

Most motorists won’t notice the 
computer’s activity although travel 
along Mountain Avenue will be 
smoother because of the computer’s 
work, according to City Engineer 
Fred Blanchard. 

Upland residents have noticed 
previous sections of the federally 
funded project which included 
widening Mountain between 13th 
and 16th streets, installing 
landscaped islands from Ninth to 
16th streets, improving traffic 
signals at six intersections, and 
adding traffic signals at four more 
intersections. 

The final portion of the project 
has included installation of 
connections between each traffic 
signal and the master computer at 
Upland City Hall. In fact, the 
computer has its own telephone line 
— with a projected cost of $126 per 
month — to receive the traffic data 
from each intersection. 

During the next few months city 
employes will have the major job of 
adjusting the computer program so 
it will provide the best traffic flow. 


Berger to speak 
about Expo ’81 


Berger Nielsen, executive vice 
president of the Ontario Chamber of 
Commerce, will speak on Expo ’81 
at the monthly meeting of Upland Y 
Women 9:30 a.m. Tuesday at the 
Nazarene Church fellowship hall, 
120 W. Ninth St., Upland. 

President Connie Jeffers invited 
interested residents to attend. The 
Upland Y Women are sponsored by 
the Greater Pomona Valley YWCA. 
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The computer’s most important 
characteristic is its adaptability 
since it can change traffic light 
cycles to fit changing traffic 
conditions, Blanchard said and 
noted cycles will be different during 
peak times when residents are 
driving to and from work. 


The computer can also be 
adjusted to special situations such 
as heavy weekend traffic to Mt. 
Baldy during snow season or 
differing traffic patterns if Expo ’81 
is held in Ontario. 

Blanchard also expects 
periodically to revise the 
programming to deal with increased 
traffic as north Upland developed. 


But the major programming 
during the first few months will be 
aimed at discovering the best 
pattern for smooth traffic flow and 
also for adjusting the cycles as 
driver habits change, he said noting 
that motorists will react 
unconsciously to the computer- 
controlled signals. 

The new system will also help 
motorists consciously adapt their 
driving speed through installation of 
specially designed ‘‘optimum 
speed’’ signs to let drivers know the 
best speed for the particular traffic 
cycles being used at that time. 

The cycle will be arranged to 
favor traffic north and south on 
Mountain Avenue with cross traffic 
having to wait as long or slightly 
longer than presently, Blanchard 
said and noted the cycles will be 
smoother so all cross traffic can 
clear the intersection in one light. 

The computerized system is being 
installed and programmed by 
Econolite of Anaheim, a signal 
systems firm which installed 
similar but less advanced computer 
systems on Holt Boulevard in 
Pomona and also in Salt Lake 
County, Utah. 

The new Upland computer 
incorporates improvements 
discovered on the previous projects 
and is complex enough to eventually 
include Euclid Avenue and Foothill 
Boulevard traffic. 

Blanchard said the city decided to 
put Mountain Avenue into the 


m 


computerized system first because 
it faced more problems from 
narrow streets and lack of signals. 


Euclid Avenue will be tied into the 
system next with work starting in 
about a year if the project is 
approved for funding. Blanchard 
expects the Euclid Avenue system 
to be similar to the Mountain 
Avenue system but said the city will 
incorporate any refinements 
discovered in the meantime. 








The Euclid Avenue project has an 
estimated cost of $1 million 
compared to the $400,000 for the 
Mountain Avenue project. The 
majority of the increase will be used 
to improve the outdated signal 
system and also to provide more 
complex signals than were needed 
on Mountain Avenue north of 
Foothill Boulevard, he said. 
Inflation will also increase costs for 
the project.

County supervisors Monday 
threatened to sue the state over 
costs the county may incur from 
State legislation revamping the 
juvenile justice system. 

The intended result of the 
legislation, which will take effect 
Jan. 1, is to place juveniles with less 
serious offenses in a special ‘“‘home 
Supervision” probation program, 
and at the same time allow more 
juveniles accused of serious 
offenses to be tried as adults in 
Superior Court. 

The state claims the legislation 
will reduce the number of youths 
who have to be detained in juvenile 
hall, offsetting additional court and 
probation department costs. 

But estimates presented to the 
board of supervisors Monday 
indicated the legislation could cost 
San Bernardino County over $100,000 
for the first six months of 1977, 
unless the county obtains a grant 
from the state to cover the

duties studied 


A Los Angeles firm was hired 
Monday under a $23,700 contract to 
survey the staffing requirements for 
non-administrative and non- 
teaching positions in the Chaffey 
Joint Union High School District. 

Arthur Young and Co. will spend 
approximately 15 weeks studying 
the duties of the district’s 400-plus 
classified employes. 

Following the study, a final report 
will be issued. The report will 
include ‘‘budgeting yardsticks,”’ or 
ratios based on the comparative 
duties of each job classification. 

Also included in the final report 
will be findings of ‘‘imbalances in 
workload and personnel’ and 
suggestions on improving the 
utilization of employes. 

The Chaffey board approved the 
study on a 3-1 vote, with Trustee 
Raymond Sarrio opposing. Sarrio 
protested the amount of the 
expenditure and said administrators 
could conduct such an evaluation. 

Other trustees, however, 
maintained outside experts who had 
no personal interest in staffing 
assignments are better prepared to 
conduct the extensive study 
contracted for on Monday. 

In routine action, the Chaffey 
board scheduled a March 8 election 
for the three board seats that expire 
on March 31.

Chief County Administrative 
Officer Earl Goodwin told the 
supervisors there would be an 
exploration of possible cuts in law 
and justice programs in the event 
the county cannot get money from 
the state. 

Mayfield offered a motion, 
approved by the supervisors, asking 
the county counsel’s office to 
determine by Jan. 15 the feasibility 
of a suit against the state to recover 
the costs the county would incur 
from the juvenile justice legislation. 

The move indicated somewhat of 
a showdown between the board of 
supervisors and the state over 
programs legislatively mandated by 
the state. The supervisors have long 
contended the state is burdening 
counties with costs of programs that 
should be funded by the state. 


“It’s always the local government 
people who are the dirty dogs for 
raising taxes, while the governor 
and the legislature sit up there in 
Sacramento saying they are not 
going to raise taxes and then pass 
the buck to us,’’ San Bernardino 
Supervisor Nancy Smith remarked 
bitterly. 


“The citizens’ groups around the 
county getting upset about salary 
increases and property taxes ought 
to get to the legislature ... which 
continually enacts programs costing 
more money,” she said. 


Goodwin related that the changes 
in the juvenile justice system will 
cost counties statewide about $8 
million per year. 

Anticipating protest from the 
counties, Goodwin said, the state 
legislature is beginning to consider 
more Office of Criminal Justice 
Planning grants to offset the costs to 
the counties. But, he said, the grants 
would be for one year at a time. 

“This has a potential of becoming 
a county property tax-supported 
program,’’ Goodwin added.

Bernard Boress, administrator of 
the county’s Law and Justice 
Agency, told the supervisors the 
changes in the juvenile justice 
system would necessitate the hiring 
of five additional probation officers 
and a clerk in the probation 
department, two additional deputy 
district attornevs and another clerk 
in the county clerk‘s office. 


Under AB 3121, youths who are 
runaways, incorrigibles or curfew 
violators would no longer be 
detained in juvenile hall or county 
camps or any facility with jail 
security. They could be placed in a 
“shelter care’’ facility or be 
released to their parents for ““chome 
supervision’’ probation. 


The county would be required to 
have one probation officer for every 
10 youths on “home supervision’ 
probation, in order to insure that the 
youths are closely supervised and 
discouraged from situations which 
might get them into further trouble. 


In addition, youths arrested for 
serious crimes, such as murder, 
armed robbery, rape or arson, 
would be tried in Superior Court as 
adults more often under AB 3121 
than they are under present law. 


District Attorney James Cramer 
estimated that an additional 10 to 12 
juvenile cases per month will be 
taken to the county’s Superior 
Courts as a result of AB 3121.

The pain begins at the 
base of the skull and radi- 
ates, or throbs, to one or 
both sides of the head. 
Some senses become extra 
acute. .. for instance, loud 
noises seem painfully 
louder. The least jarring 
or stooping aggravates the 
ee. Black spots or 

hes or zig-zag lights 
come before the eyes. 
Often there is vomiting. 

At the earlier stages of 
the migraine condition 
the symptoms may be less 
severe. But left untreated 
they will most surely in- 
tensify and in many cases 
become a life-time of 
sheer agony.

Your 
employer should be aware, 
at least, that blatant 
differential treatment on 
the basis of six is against 
the law and that he can be 
enjoined in a court of law to 
stop such discriminatory 
practices.

We asked 
for advice from other 
women, and we'd like to 
hear from more.

Dear N:S., 

Your situation is not 
uncommon, even though 
until recently it seemed to 
go unnoticed. It’s very 
helpful to realize many 
women share your 
problems. 


I had a good business 
education and worked, 
while raising a family of 
four children. After living 
with an unfaithful husband 
for 25 years I was 
determined to make it on 
my own and to have my 
children evolve as real 
people. Thank the Lord they 


did just that. Faith, my 
children’s love, 
determination to by-pass 


things I would have liked 
and to do what must be done 
carried us through. 

I do not believe it is 
healthy or wise to depend 
upon an ex-husband, 
although legally you do 
have rights. The answer 
seems to be to do all you 
can on your own. 
Unemployment or other 
benefits will never make 
you feel good — but a job 
will make you comfortable 
with yourself. This I can 
vouch for because I worked 
some 15 years. Pursue the 
career you want on a part-

I've tried 
both public and private 
agencies but no one wants 
to hire an older woman. I’m 
losing courage to go on. I’ve 


heard that Russia hires 
women to clean streets to 
earn money for their keep. 
That seems humane in 
comparison to living 
isolated in a tenement. Can 
you help me?

Dear M.C., 

It’s true that this culture 
values youth over age - both 
men and women suffer age 
discrimination in 
employment. But only 
recently have rising divorce 
rates, early widowhood, and 
loss of family and 
community support left 
women over 40 so 
unprotected. 

Statistics tell us yours is a 
common story. There are 
actually millions of women 
in your situation. Thirty- 
seven per cent of women 
over 40 have no husbands, 
according to a 1974 census. 
The divorce rate has 
doubled between 1960 and 
1973 and there are four 
times as many widows as 
widowers. Women heads of 
households have increased 
by 46 per cent in the last 10 
years. 

While jobs are hard to 
come by, some 
organizations do try to fill 
needs of women re-entering 
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the labor force. Call your 
local Commission on "' 
Status of Women for 
referrals to such job 
centers. 

In the meantime, take 
time to write your 
congressional and state 
representatives immedi- 
ately. Hearings on the 

‘‘Equal Opportunity for 
Displaced Homemakers 
Act” (HR 7003) introduced 
by Rep.

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IRS adds new 


phone service 


The Internal Revenue 
Service has inaugurated a 
new service for Southern 
California taxpayers which 
provides additional 
telephone lines reserved ex- 
clusively for requesting 
federal tax forms and 
publications. 

Although there will not be 
a great demand for tax 
forms until the 1976 tax 
packages arrive in the mail 
in January, the IRS an- 
nounced the new service 
now because the forms- 
ordering telephone numbers 
are not yet in all Southern 
California telephone direc- 
tories. 

The new service was in- 
stituted to free the IRS 
telephone lines which are 
used to answer Southern 
Californians’ federal tax 
questions. The numbers to 
call for answers to those 
questions are listed in the 
white pages of all local 
telephone directories under 
“U.S. Government, Inter- 
nal Revenue Service, 
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Federal Tax Information.’’ 

IRS officials emphasized 
that the best way to order 
federal tax forms and 
publications is by the 
forms-order blank that 
comes with the tax 
packages each year. They 
also stressed that tax 
questions cannot be 
answered on the new forms 
- ordering telephone lines. 

The new service is 
available 24 hour each day, 
including weekends. 

During weekdays, 8 a.m. - 
4:45 p.m., IRS employes are 
on hand to personally take 
the requests. 


After 4:45 p.m. and on 
weekends, taxpayers’ 
forms orders will be 
automatically recorded. 


To request only IRS 
forms and publications, per- 
sons calling from area 213 
telephones should dial, 572- 
7814.

Tay-Sachs disease is an 
affliction which - destroys

The disease is caused by 
an enzyme deficiency, and 
the affected child may

seem to be normal until he 
or she is about 6 months old. 
From that point on there is 
rapid deterioration. The 
child loses all physical skill, 
ceases to crawl or turn 
over, and loses his or her 
sight. The child becomes 
retarded mentally and does 
not live beyond three to five 
years. 

The presence of a Tay- 
Sachs baby in a household is 
a catastrophic occurrence, 
causing parents untold 
anguish and considerable 
expense in the hopeless task 
of trying to preserve a life. 
An effective treatment for 
Tay-Sachs may ultimately 
be developed, but currently 
the most positive thing that 
can be done is to carry out a 
program of prevention. 

One in 30 Jewish in- 
dividuals is a carrier of 
Tay-Sachs. If both parents 
carry the gene, there is a 
one-in-four chance that the 
child resulting from each

pregnancy will be born with 
the disease. If only one 
parent is a carrier there is 
no risk of producing a Tay- 
Sachs infant, but there is a 
50-50 chance that each of 
their children will be 
carriers and may, if they 
marry carriers, produce 
Tay-Sachs infants. 

The preventive program 
recommends that all in- 
dividuals of Jewish descent 
between the ages of 18 and 
45 years undergo a special 
blood test which will tell 
them if they are carriers of 
the gene. These tests are 
offered in many community 
clinics throughout the state. 
If a woman is already preg- 
nant her testing should be 
carried out at one of the 
hospitals which are 
collaborating with the 
California Tay-Sachs 
Prevention Program 
(headquarters: Harbor 
General Hospital, 1124 W.

of amniotic fluid from the 
mother’s uterus. This fluid 
undergoes laboratory 
studies which indicate 
whether the crucial fetal 
enzyme is missing. If it is 
determined that the child 
will be born with Tay-Sachs 
the parents may decide to 
have the pregnancy 
medically terminated — 
knowing that a future 
pregnancy will not 
necessarily have the same 


grim outcome. 

Parents who know they 
are both Tay-Sachs carriers 
have several choices: 

—They can choose simply 
to take their chances since 
not all their children are in- 
evitably affected. 

—They can have the 
woman artificially in- 
seminated by a male donor 
who is not a carrier. 

—They can decide to not 
have children. 


—They 
children. 

—They can have each 
pregnancy tested by amnio- 
centesis, knowing there is a 
three-out-of-four chance 
that the fetus will not be 
affected by the disease. By 
carring to full term only 
those fetuses not affected, 
the ‘‘at risk’’ couple is 
selectively planning a fami- 
ly unblighted by Tay-Sachs 
disease.

Stage review 


‘In And Out’ of reality

An experiment in 
physical theater Friday 
night called ‘‘In And Out’’ 
was performed by five 
characters who seemed to 
go ‘‘in and out” of reality 
and ‘‘in and out’’ of 
awareness. 

The production at 
California State 
Polytechnic University, 
Pomona offered another 
type of theater with the 
emphasis on sounds and 
bodily movement, with the 
dialog a small but integral 
part of the experience. 

I say experience because 
that’s what it is: a sequence 
of segments of characters 
interrelating with each 
other on physical and 
emotional levels. 

It is not like popular 
drama where plot and 
character definition are of 
overriding importance. 

Impressions of the ways 
the characters 
communicate with each 
other are the essence of this 
production. 

The play begins with a 
few moments of silence. 

The characters begin with 
soft sounds from their 
simple instruments, which 
include cymbals, miriachis, 
wooden knocker and a 
triangle. 

As the tempo and 
intensity of this ‘‘music’”’ 
increases, the ‘‘dialog”’ 
unrolls: 

“Hello” 

“Yes” 

“Hello” 

“Yes” 

“Is anybody in there?” 

‘‘Mistake”’ 

“‘Serenity”’ 

...all repeated by the 
‘‘actors’’ over and over 
again. 

This dialog ties the play 
together. It occurs 
throughout the play. The 
actors seem to return to 
this sequence of words after 
every major segment of 
action. 

The characters 


interrelate with each other Performances 
scheduled for 8 p.m. tonight 


individual chain-of-thought through Saturday and Dec. 4546. 


in many different ways: by 


announcements; by 
discussion as a group; by 
physical interaction as a 
group, with touching, 
shouting, growling, 
moaning and looking; by 
physical action of the group 
with each person seemingly 
in his or her own world; and 
through physical and 
emotional interaction of one 
character to another. 

If there is a plot, it seems 
to be a growing awareness 
of the characters of each 
other and of themselves 
through the above 
interactions. 

If there is a climax, it 
seems to occur near the end 
of the play where all five 
actors reach up from the 
lying positions to solidly 
grasp hands. 

But if there is any 
interpretation of the play 
beyond this, the people in 
the audience must make it 
themselves. 

The thoughts and 
emotions brought about by 
the action should involve 
the viewer’s feelings of 
identity if the play is to be 
effective. 

If you’re in the mood to do 
a little self examining, 
you'll probably enjoy the 
play. 

Director Robert Ernst, 
because of illnesses of two 
of the six members of the 
ensemble, filled in for 
Friday’s performance. 

The adaptability of the 
play and the performers 
was proven as the 
production opened with one 
person missing. 

Friday’s cast included 
Ernst, Diana Hamblin of
